|  HE  Report  for  1907,  which  the  Committee  of  the  Royal 
*  Hospital  have  the  pleasure  of  presenting  to  the 
Governors  and  Subscribers,  is  the  fortieth  since  the  opening  of  the 
Institution,  with  12  beds,  in  1868;  and  the  Committee  desire  to 
express  their  sincere  thanks  to  the  many  friends  and  helpers  who 
by  their  generous  support  have  enabled  them  to  maintain  the 
efficiency  and  usefulness  of  the  Hospital  during  that  long  period. 

The  chief  event  of  the  past  year  was  the  visit  to  the  Hospital 
on  the  15th  April  of  their  Royal  Highnesses  the  Prince  and 
Princess  of  Wales,  to  open  the  “  Benjamin  Bousfield  Swan 
Memorial  Ophthalmic  Wing,”  which  was  presented  to  the  Hospital, 
fully  furnished  and  equipped  at  a  cost  of  £4000  by  Mrs.  Swan,  (in 
memory  of  her  late  husband).  This  lady  has  lately  added  a  further 
donation  of  £100  towards  the  Endowment  Fund  for  these  wards ;  to 
which  she  had  previously  given  £2,100. 

Her  Royal  Highness  was  graciously  pleased  on  the  occasion  of 
her  visit  to  receive  purses,  which  realized  (inc.  uding  a  special 
donation  of  £1,000  from  the  President,  Sir  Max  Waechter) 
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£\,215  13s.  6d.  In  response  to  a  special  appeal  of  the  Committee 
a  further  sum  of  £308  5s.  Od.  was  received,  making  a  total  of 
£1,583  18s.  6d.  At  the  request  of  certain  donors  the  sum  of 
£1,067  12s.  Od.  was  invested  in  the  purchase  of  £1,094  4s.  6d. 
London  County  Council  3T  per  cent.  Stock,  and  the  balance 
£516  6s.  6d.,  was  passed  to  the  credit  of  the  General  Funds  of  the 
Hospital. 

The  total  amount  received  from  all  sources  (including  legacies 
of  £100  from  Lady  Cox  (per  Mr.  Tansley  Witt),  £100  from  Mr. 
William  Whiteley,  and  £90  from  Mr.  William  Wooden),  together 
with  the  balance  of  the  special  appeal,  £516  6s.  6d.,  made  on  the 
occasion  of  the  opening  of  the  new  Ophthalmic  Wards  by  their 
Royal  Highnesses  the  Prince  and  Princess  of  Wales,  was 
£5,612  14s.  2d. 

Commencing  the  year  with  a  debt  due  to  the  Treasurers  of 
£190  2s.  Id.,  the  accounts  for  1907  close  with  a  balance  in  the  hands 
of  the  Treasurers  of  £547  19s.  lid.,  but  in  order  to  meet  their 
liabilities  the  Committee  were  most  reluctantly  compelled  to  sell 
£1,000  Richmond  Gas  Stock,  from  the  funded  property  of  the 
Institution,  which  realised  £1,188  2s.  Od. 

The  Committee  must  again  express  their  regret  that  the  Annual 
Subscriptions  show  a  further  falling  off  of  £33  8s.  6d.  when  com¬ 
pared  with  1906;  Hospital  Sunday' Collections  are  nearly  the  same 
as  last  year,  but  are  still  considerably  lower  than  they  were  a  few 
years  ago.  The  collecting  boxes  again  show  a  decrease,  as  compared 
with  1906,  of  £64  6s.  6d.,  and  the  collections  of  the  Friendly 
Societies,  ^20  14s.  3d.  It  must  however  be  borne  in  mind  that  during 
the  past  year  there  has  been  an  unusual  number  of  men,  of 
the  industrial  classes,  out  of  work. 

The  Donations  show  a  welcome  addition  of  £107  7s.  Od. 

The  Financial  state  of  the  Hospital  causes  the  Committee 
with  the  additional  number  of  beds  now  open,  and  the  growing 
demand  for  Hospital  treatment  from  the  increasing  population  of 
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the  neighbourhood,  much  anxiety,  and  they  sincerely  trust  that 
friends  of  the  Hospital  will  use  their  influence  to  obtain  further 
pecuniary  support. 

The  Committee  have  to  regret  the  loss  by  death  of  Mr.  W.  A. 
F,  Bateman,  who  always  manifested  the  greatest  interest  in  its 
welfare,  In  Mr,  Bateman  the  Committee  are  deeply  sensible  that 
the  Hospital  has  lost  one  of  its  oldest  and  best  friends,  in  addition 
to  his  professional  services,  on  the  staff  of  the  Hospital  since  it  was 
opened  in  1868,  with  12  beds,  and  during  the  25  years  as  Senior 
Medical  Officer,  Mr.  Bateman  spared  no  time  or  trouble  in 
endeavouring  in  every  way  to  forward  the  interests  of  the  Institu¬ 
tion. 


The  late  Dr.  E.  L.  Fenn,  who  was  elected  in  May,  1872.  “One 
of  the  Attendance  Officers  in  the  Out-Patient  Department,”  and  In- 
Patient  Medical  Officer  in  March,  1881.  On  leaving  Richmond  in 
1891,  Dr.  Fenn  resigned  his  post  and  was  elected  a  Consulting 
Physician. 

In  the  late  Mr.  Frank  J.  Brewer,  who  succeeded  his  father,  Mr. 
Richard  Brewer,  in  1880,  as  Architect  and  Surveyor  to  the  Hospital, 
which  office  he  held  till  his  death,  the  Hospital  has  also  lost  a  friend 
and  liberal  supporter. 

The  death  of  Mr.  Bateman  caused  a  vacancy  in  the  Medical 
Staff  of  the  Hospital,  which  was  filled  by  the  appointment  of  Dr. 
Williamson  to  the  vacant  post  of  In-Patient  Medical  Officer. 

At  a  Special  Meeting  of  Governors  held  on  the  6th  April,  1907, 
Dr.  Payne  was  elected  an  Out-patient  Medical  Officer  in  succession 
to  Dr.  Williamson. 

Dr.  Robert  Brown  having  resigned  his  appointment  as  House- 
Surgeon,  Dr.  Robert  Duncan  was  elected  to  succeed  him,  and  Dri 
John  Stott  Beedie  was  elected  Assistant  House  Surgeon. 

In  April,  1907,  Mrs.  Hiscoke,  senior  of  Richmond, ihanded  over 
to  the  Committee  New  Zealand  4  per  cent.  Inscribed  Stock  to  the 
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value  of  £1,260,  to  endow  a  bed  in  the  Mary  Adelaide  Ward,  in 
memory  of  her  late  husband,  Mr.  John  Greville  Hiscoke,  and  a  cot 
in  the  Princess  May's  Ward  for  Children,  in  memory  of  her  only 
son,  Mr.  Walter  Salsbury  Hiscoke. 

The  Committee  has  great  pleasure  in  appointing  the  following 
ladies  Vice-Presidents  of  the  Hospital  : — Mrs.  Swan,  Mrs.  Hiscoke, 
senior,  and  Mrs.  Porteous.  The  following  gentlemen  have, 
in  addition,  been  appointed  Vice-Presidents  : — The  Rev. 
Bernard  Spink,  M.A.,  Vicar  of  St.  Stephen’s,  East  Twickenham ; 
The  Rev.  Philip  Stocks,  M.A.,  Vicar  of  Holy  Trinity,  Twickenham, 
and  The  Rev.  J.  R.  Pridie,  M  A.,  Vicar  of  Ham. 

The  Staff  of  the  Hospital  has  been  insured  in  the  Royal 
Exchange  Assurance  Co.,  under  the  Employer’s  Liability  Act. 

The  members  of  the  Committee  retiring  by  rotation  are 
Major-General  Guyon,  Mr.  Judd,  Mr.  Myring,  Sir  James  W. 
Szlumper,  and  Mr.  Trevor,  who,  however,  are  eligible  and  offer 
themselves  for  re-election. 

Among  the  larger  Donations  received  for  the  general  purposes 
-  of  the  Hospital  during  the  past  twelve  months,  the  Committee  are 
again  indebted  to  the  Friendly  Societies  of  Richmond  for  a  fourth 
donation  of  £105.  Mrs.  Swan,  £100;  Mr.  George  Dances  Matinee, 
£87  Os.  3d. ;  Mr.  W.  G.  East’s  Cricket  Match,  £52  10s. ;  Mrs. 
Cuthbert  Brereton’s  Hospital  Ball,  £50  3s.;  Mrs.  Porteous’ 
Annual  Sale  of  Work,  £50  (in  addition  to  £5  2s.  6d.,  her  Annual 
Half-crown  Collection);  £17  2s.  6d.  from  the  Mid-Surrey  Golf 
Club;  £16  8s.  Miss  Dorothy  Warner’s  Concert;  an  anonymous 
donation  of  £15  from  J.  H.  A.;  Ten  Guineas  each  from  the 
Skinner’s  Co.,  the  Vintner’s  Co.,  Mr.  Henry  Smith’s  Charity, 
Arthur  Lampard  Esq.,  R.  L.  Lundgren,  Esq.,  Ratan  Tata,  Esq., 
and  the  Sunbury  Common  Amateur  Dramatic  Society  (per  Henry 
Stone,  Esq.) ;  and  donations  of  £10  each  from  Dr.  Schaffer,  and 
the  Pupils  of  Richmond  Hill  School  (per  F.  J.  Whitbread,  Esq.) 
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Among  the  Gifts  received  during  the  year,  a  list  of  which 
appears  at  the  end  of  ithis  Report,  the  Committee  desire  specially 
to  mention  the  gifts  from  Lady  Waechter,  of  framed  portraits  of 
their  Majesties  the  King  and  Oueen,  which  are  hung  in  the  new 
Ophthalmic  Wards ;  also  Mr.  John  Glover’s  gift  of  a  clock  for  the 
staircase. 

In  conclusion,  the  Committee  wish  to  record  their  sense  of 
gratitude  to  the  Hon.  Medical  Officers,  for  their  valuable  services, 
and  also  their  appreciation  of  the  manner  in  which  the  members 
of  the  staff  have  carried  out  their  respective  duties.

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ABSTRACT  OF  THE  RULES. 


87.  In-Patients,  if  considered  suitable  by  the  House  Surgeon, 
shall  be  admissible  on  presenting  their  tickets  of  recommendation 
at  the  Hospital  before  Twelve  o’clock  at  noon,  such  tickets  to 
remain  in  force  for  six  weeks  only. 

88.  ACCIDENTS  and  urgent  cases  shall  be  admitted  at  all 
rimes,  without  letters  of  recommendation. 

89.  When  there  shall  be  want  of  room  in  the  Hospital  for 
the  admission  of  all  persons  duly  recommended  and  qualified  to  be 
in-Patients,  preference  shall  be  given  to  cases  admitting  of  the 
least  delay. 

91.  No  woman  pregnant  (except  in  extraordinary  cases,  such 
as  accidents,  or  where  so  no  surgical  operation  is  required),  no 
insane  person,  no  person  subject  to  chronic  epilepsy  or  suffering 
from  any  infectious  disease,  confirmed  consumption,  or  any  disease 
that  may  be  judged  incurable,  shall  be  admitted  as  an  In-Patient. 

92.  Whenever  any  person,  duly  recommended  as  an  In- 
Patient,  cannot  be  admitted  for  want  of  room,  or  be  either  rejected 
as  ineligible,  or  discharged  for  irregularity,  a  letter  to  that  effect 
shall  be  sent  to  the  person  by  whom  the  Patient  has  been  recom¬ 
mended. 

93.  In-Patients  may  be  visited  on  Sundays,  Wednesdays  and 
Fridays,  between  the  hours  of  two  and  four  p.m.,  and  no  provisions 
shall  be  allowed  to  be  taken  into  the  Hospital,  except  by  the  per¬ 
mission  of  the  House  Surgeon.  Should  any  visitor  be  detected 
taking  anything  out  of  the  Hospital,  or  introducing  anything  con¬ 
trary  to  the  rules,  he  or  she  will  be  strictly  prevented  from  entering 
in  future.
